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1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
monomer II-4 disclosed on page 13 of the specification does not meet the general 
formula II as claimed. Applicants' response that when R 2 is hydrogen and R 1 and L 2 
form a ring, the monomer is within the definition of formula II is unpersuasive because 
this would appear to form four bonds to the nitrogen. In the formula, the nitrogen is not 
shown as having a charge. In addition, formula III of page 10 is inconsistent with 
formula III as currently claimed. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 1-11 and 13-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. These claims are unclear due to the 
inconsistencies with the specification set forth in paragraph one above. 

3. Claims 23-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The amendments to claim 23 are not 
supported by the specification and original claims. Applicants should supply support for 
entry of this amendment demonstrating that the original specification contained an error 
and that the amendment was to correct the error consistent with applicants' intent at the 
time of filing of the application. 
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4. Applicant's arguments filed November 2, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive with respect to the objection to the specification. However, 
applicants' amendments have overcome the previous prior art rejection. Applicants' 
arguments are moot with respect to the new grounds of rejection set forth above.
